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Looking  to  the  Future. 

International  Temperance  Sunday  was 
well  observed  in  Jackson  Temperance 
programs  and  lessons  in  the  Sunday  Schools 
prepared  the  way  for  the  program  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League,  which  touched  nearly 
every  evangelical  church  in  the  city.1 

Rev.  0.  W.  Eichelbergcr,  the  newly  ap- 
pointed State  Superintendent  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League,  did  valiant  work  himself, 
and  had  to  his  aid  the  inimitable  and  indom- 
itable G.  W.  Young,  L>.  D.,  of  Kentucky, 
who  .delivered  addresses  of  great  power  in 
several  different  churches  through  the  day. 
Brother  Eiehelberger  had  planned  to  have 
Dr.  J.  II.  Gambrell  of  the  Texas  Anti-Sa- 
loon League,  to  deliver  several  addresses, 
but  Dr.  Gambrell  was  prevented  by  illness 
from  coming. 

An  additional  disappointment  came  from 
the  fact  that  Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrell  undertook 
to  fill  his  brother’s  appointment*  in  Jack- 
son  and  left  home  in  ample  time  according 
to  train  schedule  to  keep  the  engagement. 
But  by  missing  some  of  his  connections  he 
did  not  reach  Jackson  until  after  the  day's 
, campaign  was  over.  However,  he  spoke  at 
the  First  Baptist  church  Tuesday  night  on 
the  burning  theme  of  prohibition.  In  the 
performance  of  this  duty  Dr.  Gambrell  is  a 
past  master  and  a live  wire. 

In  the  minds  of  some  of  our  temperance 
leaders,  Mississippi  is  in  great  danger  of  be- 
ing Alahamaized.  We  mean  no  reflection 
on  our  esteemed  sister  state,  but  this  newly 
coined  word  has  significant  meaning  to  Mis  j 
sissippians  at  this  time,  and  they  mean  to 
leave  no  effort  unmade  to  escape  the  threat  | 
ening  danger.  The  good  people  of  Ala- 
bama slept  upon  their  rights.  They  allow- 
ed a flood  of  whiskey  money  that  poured  into 
their  state  to  buy  up  the  political  patronage 
needed  by  the  liquor  people,  and  like  Bel- 
shazzar. they  read  the  handwriting  on  the  | 
wall  when  it  was,  alas,  too  late  to  avert  tin- 
impending  doom. 

It  was  a dear  lesson  to  the  sober,  Chris- 
tian citizenry  of  Alabama;  but  one  that 
comes  in  good  time  for  Mississippians  to 
study,  and  we  must  all  learn  it  well. 

When  foreign  immigrants  begin  pouring 
into  Mississippi,  as  they  are  sure  to  do  with- 
in the  next  decade,  we  may  expect  to  see 
our  traditions  dishonored,  our  ideals  attack- 
ed, and  our  moral  interests  beseig  -d.  Al- 
most every  other  state  has  suffered,  and  is 
now  suffering  with  inoral  disintegration 
through  the  influences  of  its  foreign  popu- 
lation. This  element  has  become  a strong 
asset  in  the  political  machinery  of  these 
states,  and  a brood  of  evils  has  be  n propa- 
gated. Of  these,  none  is  a greater  foe  of 
public  morals  than  the  corruption  that  has 
grown  out  of  the  liquor  traffic. 


It  was  the  influence  of  this  foreign  ele- 
ment in  Alabama,  in  her  mining  and  manu- 
facturing centers,  as  well  as  at  its  seaport, 
that  overthrew  the  prohibition  victory  that 
had  l>een  recently  so  gloriously  won  This 
foreign  element  thwarted  the  will  of  the 
good  people  of  Texas  in  their  recent  fight 
for  prohibition.  The  influx  of  hordes  of 
unchristianized  Mexicans  within  her  bor- 
ders. and  the  votes  of  other  foreign  born 
I Citizens,  so  thickly  settled  throughout  the 
state,  explain  their  late  defeat,  after  a hot- 
ly contested  battle. 

Maine,  the  mother  of  dry  states,  almost 
[lost  her  place  on  the  prohibition  map  in 
the  battle  recently  fought  then-  to  make  le- 
gal the  sale  of  liquor.  This  near  defeat 
was  said  to  bo  dun  to  the  vast  foreign  ele- 
ment vote  that  has  become  such  a factor  in  | 
the  matter  of  government  therp. 

Danger  to  good  morals  and  civic  riglit- 
D cousin  ss  lurks  in  the  coming  of  unchristian 
ized  foreigners  into  American  citizenship. 

This  good  state  of  Mississippi  has  be<n 
thus  far  spared  from  an  invasion  by  these 
undesirable  citizene— undesirable  until  the 
moral  fibre  of  our  government  becomes 
| strong  enough  to  resist  their  attempts  to 
heathenize  our  Christian  civilization,  and 
»o  prevent  their  overturning  the  institutions 

our  people  that  make  for  their  spiritual 
k race  and  th«*ir  material  prosperity.

I think  these  opposers  of  mission  work

annual  session. 

This  Convention  shall  also  appoint,  at  its 
yearly  meeting  and  in  accordance  with  the 
fundamental  lAws  of  the  following  institu- 
tions, trustees  of  Mississippi  College,  The 
Mississippi  Baptist  Orphanage,  the  Tri-State 
Baptist  Memorial  Hospital,  and  for  any  and 
all  other  educational  or  eleemosynary  cor- 
porations that  may  hereafter  come  in  whole 
or  in  part  under  the  control  of  this  body. 

We  print  the  above  that  everyone  inter- 
ested  may  understand  exactly  what  is  pro- 
posed. Without  impugning  in  the  remot- 
est way  the  motive  of  either  one  of  these 
good  brethren,  we  feel  constrained  to  say 
that,  in  our  judgment,  there  are  some  things 
involved  in  some  of  the  proposed  changes 
which  should  be  studied  profoundly.  We 
cite  two  of  these.  We  might  find  that  the 
man  who  would  admirably  meet  the  re- 
<|iiir<  merits  as  treasurer  of  the  Convention 
might  find  it  difficult,"  if  not  impracticable, 
to  answer  the  demands  of  the  Convention 
Board  because  of  locality  and  other  condi- 
tions. And  vice  versa.  Also  it  occurs  to 
us  that  it  would  in  some  way  handicap  the 
Board  to  be  denied  the  privilege  of  effect- 
ing its  own  organisation.  Nay.  more;  it 
would  be  irregular,  if  not  inconsistent,  for 
the  Convention  to  elect  a part  of  the  officers 
ami  the  Convention  Board  elect  a part.  It 
may  be  insisted  that  these  remarks  are  ir- 
relevant, because  the  Convention  has  the 
power  to  do  as  it  pleases,  since  all  the 
Hoards  in  the  Convention  are  creatures  of 
the  Convention.  The  fact' that  the  Conven- 
tion lias  the  power  to  do  as  it  pleases  is  ac- 
corded full  recognition,  and  "because  of  this 
very  fact  we  are  urging  every  constituent 
member  to  give  the  matter  his  best  thought, 
so  that  we  may  have  the  advantage  of  free 
• xchang  - of  thought  ; anil  if  possible,  avoid 
a mistake  as  a Convention. 

Again:  if  we  incorporate  in  our  constitu- 
tion mi  article  requiring  that  the  Conven- 
tion Board  shall  he  composed  of  “one  mem- 
ber from  each  co-operative  Association  in 
the  State  that  wishes  to  elect  the  same  and 
provide  for-  his  expenses”  plus  the  fifteen 
a£  large,  we  shall  by  the  provisions  of  the 
-etipstitution  be  compelled  to  maintain  a 
Board  of  this  size  for  two  years,  however 
unsatisfactory  the  large  Board  might  be. 
It  seems  to  us  that  it  would  be  wiser  for 
us  to  allow  the  constitution  to  remain  as  it  is 
at  that  point.  As  it  is.  we  can  elect  fifteen 
fifty,  or  five  hundred  just  ns  we  please,  and 
next  year,  without  any  change  of  constitu- 
tion whatever,  change  that  number  to  five 
or  one  hundred,  or  any  other  figure. 

The  constitution  as  it  is,  is  broad  enough 
to  furnish  a basis  for  any  measure  design- 
ed to  promote  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom.  It 
affords  all  the  latitude  anyone  could  wish, 
so  far  as  methods,  systems  and  measures  are 
concerned.  Here  is  Article  Two:  “The 
object  of  this  Convention  shall  he  to  digest 
and  organize  an  operative  system  of  meas- 
ures to  promote  the  general  interests  of  the 
Redeemer’s  Kingdom,  particularly  within 
its  own  bounds.”  Dr.  Barton’s  first  and 


third  paragraphs  in  the  proposed  amend- 
ment are  simply  elaborations  and  specifica- 
tions of  what  is  fully  authorized  in  above 
Article.  It  seems  to  us  that  constitution- 
makers  should  aim  at  the  greatest  brevity 
consistent  with  perspicuity.  As  a sample 
of  this  principle,  we  submit  that  Article 
Two  of  the  present  constitution  is  a par- 
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Enlargement  of  Convention  Board. 

It  is  proposed  to  so  amend  our  constitu- 
tion as  to  require  approximately  60  members 
on  our  Convention  Board.  f If  we  need  that 
number  on  our  Convention  Board  the  Con- 
vention can  elect  the  60  as  well  with  our 
present  constitution  as  it  could  with  the 
proposed  constitution.  It  is  argued  in  fa- 
vor of  the  enlargement  that  it  would  make 
our  Bourd  more  representative.  We  would 
suggest,  to  meet  this  desire,  the  appointment 
of  a vice-president  to  represent  each  Asso- 
ciation, as  both  our  Home  and  Foreign 
boards  now  have.  This  arrangement  seems 
to  work  admirably  with  these  Boards;  why 
not  with  ours?  Each  of  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Bourds  has  fifteen  members  and  as 
many  vice-presidents  as  there  are  Associa- 
tions co-operating  with  the  Boards.  If 
these  Boards,  covering  so  large  a territory, 
ure  getting  along  so  well  with  fifteen  mem- 
bers each,  it  does  seem  that  a membership 
of  fiftfn  ought  to  he  sufficient  for  us.  The 
diliereuee  iu  cost  of  a small  Board  aud  a 
large  one,  must  not  be  lost  sight  of.  Of 
course,  if  we  knew  that  the  large  Board 
would  do  better  work,  the  additional  cost 
would  be  a small  matter. 

It  is  a recognized  fact  that  the  larger  the 
Board,  the  longer  the  time  required  to  do  a 
given  amount  of  wqrk.  Unless  all  large 
business  corporations  are  in  error,  the  small 
Boards  are  more  efficient  than  large  ones. 

But,  if  the  policy  advocated  by  the  pro- 
posed amendment  be  the  correct  one,  then 
we  should  enlarge  the  Boards  of  Mississippi 
College,  the  Orphanage,  Ministerial  Educa- 
tion. and  of  every  other  Board  we  have,  or 
may  have;  for  our  people  give  their  money 
to  all  these,  and  should  have  the  same  rep- 
resentation on  these  Boards  as  on  the  Con- 
vention Board.  The  principle  is  the  same, 
and  the  policy  should  be. 

Knowing  that  some  brtfthren  besides  Bro. 
Barton,  believed  we  ought  to  enlarge  our 
Board,  we  have  listened  to  hear  what  ac- 
tion might  be  taken  on  this  question  by  the 
several  Associations,  as  they  are  directly  in- 
volved in  the  change,  and,  though  the  As- 
sociations have  all  met,  we  have  not  heard 
of  a single  Association  expressing  a desire 
for  the  change.  This^must  be  significant. 

Now  all  we  are  seeking  to  do  is  to  get  all 
the  facts  before  us  that  we  may  proceed  in- 
telligently. We  are  convinced  that  the  small 
Board,  as  at  present,  will  do  better  work 
than  the  larger  one  proposed.  But  the 
Convention  will  doubtless  be  able  to  han-

Sometime  ago  there  appeared  in  one  of 
our  great  magazines  a eartoon  which  was  fa- 
vorably commented  upon  by  the  press  be- 
cause of  the  striking  truth  it  presented.  It 
was  this  : There  were  twq  large  and  beau- 
tiful fields  separated  by  a fence.  In  each 
field  there  was  a mule  leaning  against  the 
fein-e  and  eating  grass  that  was  over  in  the 
other’s  field,  and  these  significant  words 
were  written  underneath  it:  “Grass  ap- 
pears gryener  and  sweeter  in  the  other’s 
pasture.” 

Now,  this  is  not  a play  upon  words,  but 
presents  a great  truth  and  much-needed  les- 
son. It  is  this:  “Distance  lends  enchant- 
ment.” We  need  to  know  that  this  is  true 
as  regards  life  in  a thousand  ways,  and  so 
may  be  pointed  in  many  directions. 

It  has  its  hearing  on  the  work  of  the  min- 
istry Not  all  our  ministers  are  thus  play- 
ed upon,  but  most  certainly  many  are  and 
that  among  our  truest  and  purest.  The 
minister  is  like  other  men  in  that  he  aspires 
to  plnees  of  distinction  and  opportunity  in 
his  liftf’s  work.  And  certainly  he  is  to  be 
commended  for  this.  The  Master  never 
rebuked  the  disciples  for  their  ambition  and 
hopes  but  only  the  motive  actuating  them. 
If  there  is  anything  to  be  desired  among  us 
above  many  others,  it  is  that  we  shall  get 
larger  visions  of  our  opportunities  in  the 
Lord.  Rut  the  fact  is  many  are  making 
the  mistake  of  being  enchanted  by  distance. 
There  are  many  who  think  if  I just  had  that 
field  in  that  city  or  town  I could  do  some- 
thing. I would  have  no  one  in  that  church 
to  interfere  with  my  plans,  or  influences  to 
defeat*  them.  lie  would  not  be  there  a 
week  until  he  would  find  his  mistake  and 
the  presence  of  that  disturbing  factor.  These 
are  in  every  church  and  if  you  are  running 
from  such  you  need  not  go  to  any  church. 
Often  the  good  man  of  God  looks  out  at  the 
other  pastor’s  field  and  thinks  if  I just  had 
that  pastorate  I would  bring  things  to  pass. 
This  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  “the 
grass  looks  sweeter  in  the  other’s  pasture!” 

Again,  you  may  turn  this  truth  on  the 
ehurehes.  They  are  far  from  free  of  sim- 
ilar thoughts  to  those  of  the  pastor.  They 
find  themselves  thinking  of  other  churches 
getting- along  so  smoothly — all  the  members 
seem  to  love  the  pastor — meet  all  their  ob- 
ligations with  the  greatest  ease — are  at  per- 
fect peace  among  themselves,  and  here  we 
find  some  of  the  members  not  in  love  with 
the  pastor — as  if  there  ever  was  a church 
where  they  did  or  that  all  men  loved  our 
Lord — an  actual  cross  for  us  to  meet  our 
hills  monthly — some  of  our  members,  and 
we  think  the  best  not  coming  to  church  be- 
cause thi*5r  dislike  others  in  the  church.

world!  Angels  havt  not  this  privilege. 
And  is  it  not  one  of  the  essentials  of  the 
Christian!  Do  all  the  members  of  any 
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church  do  their  duty  in  attending  the  public 
worship!  And  is  it  not  a fact  that  many 
avail  themselves  of  all  kinds  of  excuses  io 
appease  their  consciences!  All  of  this  is 
nothing  more  nor  less  than  “the  grass  ap- 
pears sweeter  and  greener  in  the  other, s 
pasture  ” ^ . 

Thig  is  largely  the  cause  of  so  many  shoft 
pastorates,  and  from  what  is  being  said  ami 
seen,  much  of  this  character  of  work  is  go- 
ing on  in  our  State,  to  the  material  injury  of 
our  general  work.  .Many  churches  l*»ok  out 
on  the  church  workers  and  think  if  we  just 
had  that  pastor  we  would  do  something — 
congregations  would  be  larger  and  additions 
more  frequent.  Is  it  not  a fact  that  these 
results  are  usually  due  to  the  devotion  and 
activity  of  thij  membership!  So.  hints  »rc 
given  and  the  pastor  is  made  to  feel  that 
Ids  work  is  done  and  h’e  resigns,  goes  away 
and  another  cornea  on  the  field  to  furtliek* 
w itness  the  farcical  proceedings.  Of  course 
there  are  legitimate  reasons  for  pastoral 
changes  but  much,  very  much  is  nothing 
more  nor  less  than  “the  grass  appears 
greener  and  sweeter  in  the  other’s  pas- 
ture!” 

Now,  the  force  of  what  1 wish  to  say  I 
shall  direct  at  this  fact — it  is  not  necessary 
to  move  to  another  field  to  find  opportunities 
for  larger  work — this  is  all  about  you,  if  you 
will  apply  yourself  to  it.  The  pastor  will 
find  difficulties  anywhere  he  goes  and  the 
churches  w ill  learn  that  no  pastor  will  prove 
a complete  solution  for  every  problem.  If, 
then,  the  pastor  has  the  merits  and  the 
church  the  devotion  a monumental  work 
can  be  built  anywhere.  Is  it  not  true,  af- 
ter all,  that  success  consists  of  bringing 
things  to  pass  where  you  are  and  as  you 
are!  If  there  is  one  thing  we  need  today, 
it  is  that  we  be  satisfied  with  present  rela- 
tions and  seek  to  succeed  hy  developing  the 
resources  which  are  before  us. 

The  Proposed  Change 

It  was  not  my  purpose  to  say  anything 
more  on  the  above  subject,  but  Brother  Mob- 
berly'8  article  misrepresents,  unintentional- 
ly, of  course,  my  attitude. 

I have  not  hinted,  nor  does  the  amend- 
ment hint  that  the  Associations  should  con- 
trol the  Convention.  To  he  sure  the  Con- 
vention is  independent  and  autonomous  just 
as  every  other  Raptist  body.  For  that 
same  reason  the  Convention  has  the  unques- 
tionable right,  if  it  so  desires,  to  accept  as 
members  of  the  Hoard  certain  persons  whom 
the  Associations  arc  given  permission  to 
choose.  Of  course,  the  Convention  is  in- 
dependent, and  that  is  the  reason  why  it  . 
is  free  to  adopt  the  plan  suggested  without 
violating  any  principle.  No  one  thinks 
that  the  Convention  is  composed  of  Asso- 
ciations. Rut  the  Associations  elect  mes- 
sengers to  the  Convention  and  the  Associa- 
tions come  closest  to  the  churches  and  cover  i- 
the  territory  of  the  whole  State.  More- 
over, the  opinion  of  a man  in  an  Association 
concerning  the  needs  of  the  work  there 
would  be  worth  more  than  the  opinion  of 
onr  who  lived  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
State. 


THE  CHARGE  OF  PRESBYTERIANISM. 

What  is  Presbyterianism,  anyhow!  Hro. 
M.  is  well  informed  and  he  knows  that  Pits 
byteriunism  is  the  rule  of  a few,  or  wl.at  we 
call  an  oligarchy  I did  not  know  that 
Boards  ruled  anything  or  any!*odv.  I 
thought  they  were  servants  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  that  they  could  Ik*  ap|a>inted  in 
any  way  that  the  sovereign  convention  saw 
fit  to  designate.  And  this,  hy  the  way,  is 
the  t hue-honored  Raptist  view  of  it,  and 
1 not  Pro.  M’s  notion  that  they  are  el  cted 
I to  rule.  However,  1 don't  think  he  be- 
lieves that  their  function  is  to  rule.  But 
I if  not.  why  talk  of  this  plan  ns  being  of  a 
Preabyti  rial  nature,  w hen  the  Convention 
I designates  HOW  the  Board  shall  t>c  elected 
•n  either  ease!  If  the  rule  of  a few  is 
I Presbyterianism  why  is  not  the  present  plan 
i (fifteen  members  on  the  Board)  more  Prog- 
I hyterian  than  the  amendment  (with  about 
sixty  on  the  Board)!  Presbyterianism  in- 
deed, when  nearly  every  church  in  the  State 
would  Ik*  represented,  through  its  assoeia- 
I tional  messengers  in  choosing  a part  of  the 
I Board.  That  is  Presbyterianism  with  a 
I vengeance!  1 wish  Presbyterianism  might. 

I become  contaminated  (!)  with  such  widely 
j democratic  practice. 

The  amendment  is  ‘absolutely  the  very 
| antipodes  of  Presbyterianism.  All  denont- 
| illations  appoint  Hoards  and  Committees  aud 
| in  that  particular  they  arc  all  alike  but 
there  is  not  one  thing  here  that  smacks  of 
| limitation  of  freedom  or  of  one  body  eti 
crouching  upon  the  rights  of  any  other. 

THE  SITCATION  SUMMED  UP. 

The  Convention  has  a right  to  appoint  the 
Hoard  in  this  wav.  The  plan  will  reflect 
the  sentiment  of  the  whole  State.  It  will 
discover  and  train  many  workers  who  arc 
not  now  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Hoard. 
It  will  aid  in  meeting  the  gospel  mission 
heresy  hy  having  a member  of  the  lioard 
close  to  the  seene  of  action.  It  will  help 
to  avoid  mistakes  in  appropriations.  It 
will  help  to  shield  the  Hoard  from  adverse 
criticism,  because  if  the  brethren  through- 
out the  State  have  a hand  in  electing  the 
Hoard  it  will  bring  the  Hoard’s  work  closer 
to  them  and  they  will  be  more  sympathetic 
with  its  difficulties  and  res|Hinsive  to  its  ap- 
peals. It  is  feasible  and  practicable,  be- 
cause other  states  are  using  the  plan  with 
great  success.  Bro.  Mohberly’s  observa-  I 
tion  that  assoeiational  members  do  not  at- 
tend the  meetings  is  not  the  ease  usually 
while  this  plan  is  in  vogn^for  it  is  a com- 
mon thing  in  some  states  to  have  from  fifty 
to  a hundred  members  present.  The  more 
persons  .you  can  enlist  in  the  official  work 
of  the  denomination  the  more  you  strength- 
en your  hands  with  the  whole  people.  This 
is  a democratic  measure  worth  trying.
